State  Grants  for  Gifted/Talented  Programs 

As  of  January  6,  1 986,  the  Office  of  Public  Instruction  will  ac- 
cept applications  for  state  grants  for  gifted  and  talented  educa- 
tion programs.

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LOGO  DESIGN  COMPETITION 


Contest  Rules 

The  Centennial  Office,  with  the  advice  of  the  Montana  Statehood  Centennial  Commission,  will 
adopt  an  official  logo  commemorating  Montana's  100th  birthday  in  1989.  The  logo  v/ill  repre- 
sent the  state's  past  and  future  and  will  be  reproduced  in  a  variety  of  formats  and  on  diverse 
products. 

The  logo  will  be  selected  from  entries  submitted  in  a  logo  design  competition  organized  by  the 
Centennial  Office.  Rules  and  information  are  as  follows: 

RULES 

1 .  Professional  and  amateur  artists  of  all  ages  are  eligible  to  enter,  although  preference  will  be 
given  to  people  with  a  Montana  affiliation.  The  only  exclusions  from  the  competition  are 
the  Centennial  Commission  members  and  Centennial  Office  staff. 

2.  Entries  must  be  submitted  in  this  fashion: 

a.  The  entry  should  be  on  unfolded  8y2Xl  1  -inch  sheets  (artboards  preferred)  with  en- 
trant's name,  address  and  phone  number  appearing  legibly  on  the  reverse  side  of 
the  image. 

b.  A  black  and  vMte  version  is  required.  Color  version  or  other  renditions  are  op- 
tional. 

c.  If  abstract  symbolism  is  used,  the  entry  must  be  accompanied  by  a  brief  inter- 
pretative explanation. 

3.  No  words,  phrases,  numbers  or  other  features  are  required  to  be  incorporated  in  the 
design,  but  they  may  be  included. 

4.  Entries  will  be  accepted  by  the  Centennial  Office  contingent  on  these  conditions: 

a.  No  design  will  be  returned,  and 

b.  If  the  design  is  adopted,  the  artist  will  agree  to  sign  a  statement  similar  to  the 
following:  "!  agree  to  accept  a  cash  award  of  $200  as  full  payment  for  my  assign- 
ment of  entire  right,  title  and  interest  in  this  design.  1  further  agree  that  necessary 
alterations  to  facilitate  final  production  may  be  made." 

DEADLINE 

Entries  must  be  submitted  no  later  than  5:00  p.m.  on  Friday,  February  14,  1986,  to  the 
Centennial  Office.  Mailing  address:  PO  Box  1989,  State  Capitol,  Helena,' MT  59620.  Hand- 
delivered:  Room  208,  State  Capitol,  Helena. 

SELECTION  PROCEDURE 

The  Centennial  Office  will  convene  a  jury  of  volunteers  to  judge  the  entries.  The  jury  will  sub- 
mit no  more  than  five  choices  for  the  Centennial  Commission's  consideration.  The  Commission's 
recommendations  to  the  Centennial  Office  will  be  final. 

Designs  will  be  judged  on  the  basis  of  artistic  merit,  adaptability  and  relevance  to  the  purpose 
of  the  competition.
